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PQ gets goods on ethnics in secret list

The Parti, Québécois has 
compiled a list of 600 people 
and 200 organizations involved 
in ethnic and community af- 
fairs. 

The list was reportedly made 
available to twenty cabinet 
ministers and a few back- 
benchers to avoid "confusion 
and erroneous assumption 
about ethnic groups and their 
leaders." 

The ISO-page document was 
assembled and . signed by 
Michel Beaubien, chef du 
cabinet for Gerard Godin, 
Minister of Immigration and 
Cultural Communities. 

Beaubien was an aide to 
former 'minister Jacques 
Couture when he put together 
the "Who's who" in 1979. He 
opens the report by claiming 



that all material included 
therein is publicly available. 

Names and ethnic origin of 
persons on the list head each in- 
dividual description. In most 
cases, date of entry into 
Québec is also specified. Ethnic 
origin is also included when the 
person is Canadian by birth. 

Political affiliations are

usually stated: frequent men- 
tion is made of membership in 
the Québec Liberal Party and 
alliances with Party leaders, 
such as Monique Bégin. Infor- 
mation about political leanings 
feature such labels as 
"fédéraliste," or 
"souverainiste," "confirmed 
Francophone," "known 
sèperatist," "right-wing ex- 
tremist," "fanatic," "very 
conservative," and "unilingual 
anglophone." 

Political pigeon-holing in- 
cludes personal and organiza- 
tional stands on certain issues: 
language of education, Bill 101 
and other government policies. 

Less savoury information 
details alleged criminal ac- 
tivities by immigrants in their 
countries of origin. For exam- 
ple, it lists an accusation of 
fraud "by certain circles" in 



Italy in its description of one 
community leader. ' 

The dossier describes an inci- 
dent where an MNA allegedly 
employed someone without a 
proper working permit. The 
judge dismissed the case in 
1977. 

Many persons contacted by 
the Daily were reluctant to 
comment until they had seen 
the secret document. 

Noel Saint-Pierre, an im- 
migration lawyer, was concern- 
ed about the implications of the 
document. 

"It could prepare the way 
for discrimination against a lot 
of people," said St-Pierre. 
"Nobody should be going 
around making lists of minori- 
ty groups as far as their 
political leaning is concerned." 

"If the government is releas- 
ing a document on all these 



people it looks like the list 
(made public) after World War 
IL. about the national film 
board and left-wing sym- 
pathizers (in the United 
States)." St-Pierre said. 

"It does look like the provin- 
cial government can't make the 
distinction between the PQ and 
the government," added St- 
Pierre. 

Geoffrey Chambers, 
executive-director of Alliance 
Québec, said he was 
"shocked" to learn that such a 
document existed. 

"The government should 
apologize publicly and assure 
Québecers that a more recent 
version of the list is not cur- 
rently in use," he said. 

"It seems' to contain gossip 
and hearsay. What's worrying 
is the kind of observations COn-

MCM attacks city's silence

People are still shouting 
about the Drapeau administra- 
tion's failure to reply to the 
Malouf inquiry on over- 
spending on the Olympic 
Games. 

Four Montréal Citizens'. 
Movement Candidates held a 
press conference in a Mountain 
St. restaurant to attack the 
Civic Party government for not 
replying to Malouf.'. They 
distributed statistical calcula- 
tions showing how the money 
could have been otherwise 
spent: "6000 housing 
units... could be built every year 
in perpetuity with the interest 
payments, on. the Olympic 
debt." 

Arnold Bennett of District 
47, André Malouf of- District 
54, and Dominique Neuman 
'rom district 41 (which includes 
le M c Gill campus) delivered a 
half-hour attack on city hall's 
silence. Neuman exhibited a let- 
ter he sent Yvon Lamarre, presi- 
dent of the city's Executive 
Committee, asking for a ques- 
tion in council about replying to 
Malouf. City clerk Marc Boyer 
wrote back, asking him to 
repeat the question after the 
November 14 municipal elec- 
tions. 

"Did you notice that I have 
the same name as Judge Jacques 
Malouf?" asked Malouf. 
"When the report came out, 
people asked me if I wasrelated 
to the judge. That got me in- 
terested in doing research and 
learning about the Olympic 
deficit. As a researcher, I like to 
have good information. So I did 
my own. In fact I am a distant 
cousin of the judge." 



He said he and the judge had- 
never met. 

One journalist asked if men- 
tion of the relation to the judge 
was not then opportunist. 
Malouf said he was only con- 
cerned with "shedding more at- 
tention on the issues." • 

Asked what his research had 
revealed about Olympic over- 
spending, Malouf replied "It's 
not my purpose to present new 
information. I was researching 
about informing the public 
about issues which concern 
Montréalers and which affect 
the city." 

Incumbant councillor 
Michael Fainstat said the 
Drapeau administration have 
promised him a reply to Malouf 
on 20 separate occasions since 
June 1980, but still are putting it 
off. "When I go door-to-door 
people ask 'What is happening 
with Malouf?*" 

. The party announced a peti- 
tion they will circulate to tax- 
payers which they hope will 
receive at least 5,000 signatures 

•before the election, and sen- 
sitize people to the wrongs of 

. Drapeau. 

Fainstat said Montréalers had 
two ways of showing disap- 
proval for Drapeau' s intran- 
sigence: "vote against the Civic 
Party or sign the petition;" 

Bennett, the Loyola district 
candidate, said "Civic Party 
councillor Jerry Snyder replied 
to a radio talk-show question on 
the Malouf inquiry Saturday 
saying 'the report came out 
before the last election. People 

' judged it then.' " j 

However, the report only 
came out in 1980. Bennett said 
this was typical of Civic Party

Reporters present wondered 
why MCM would start a "reply 
to the Malouf inquiry before the 
election" petition with only two 
weeks left to election day. 
Malouf replied that they were 
doing all that they could.

Canada is not a launching pad

Over 15,000 people from 
across Canada gathered in Ot- 
tawa Saturday to protest the 
Trudeau' government's plans to 
provide, Canadian land for 
testing the United States Arrny's 
latest nuclear weapon, .the 
Cruise missile. 

They were joined by at least 
two-bus loads of Americans, 
who came to show solidarity 
with the cause. 

People of every age, class, 
and ethnic background took 
part. Most conspicuous , were 
the very young, in strollers or 
on their parents' arms, and the 
elderly who appeared quite at 
ease in the company of younger 
people. 

The march proceeded 
peacefully through the streets of 
downtown Ottawa. Different 
political groups walked together 
without incident. Represen- 
tatives of groups from across 
thé religious spectrum.— 
Quakers, Rafilians, Sikhs, Fran- 
ciscan monks, United Church 



ministers, Old Order • Men- 
nonites — joined together. Stu- 
dent groups from Waterloo, 
Carleton, the University of Ot- 
tawa, and other universities, 
CEGEPs, and high 'schools were 
included. 

1 Project Ploughshares and in- 
terested students represented 
McGill at the subdued gather- 
ing. Unlike-somc other schools, 
however, no member of our 
Students' Society Executive 
made an appearance. 

Chanting "Non à la guerre 
nucléaire", "Tuques against 
nukes, hosers against the 
Cruise, eh?," and "A place to 
stand, a place to glow, Ontari- 
ari-ario," the Québec con- 
tingent crossed the bridge from 
Hull to join- the more 
numerous, if slightly less vocal 
Ontario delegation, w' 
chants included the more tradi- 
tional "24-6-8 /We don't want 
to radiate! 

Organizers hoisted a large 
sign, depicting the ; Cruise 
missile, at the base of Parlia- 



ment Hill and demonstrators 
were invited to place pictures of 
loved ones over the outline of 
the missile. The line of the 
march was so long the lead 
group completed a circuit of the 
Hill while the midpoint of the 
demonstration was still ap- 
proaching the gates. 

Demonstrators were urged to 
refrain from any shouting or 
chanting while passing the 
Peace Tower. However, one 
enterprising group carried out a 
"worm for peace" by falling to 
the ground and squirming in 
front of Parliament's main en- 
trance. 

The demonstration then filed' 
past the United States Embassy 
chanting "Ronald Reagan you 
are mad, we are not a launching 
, pad!" and, wryly, "U.S. out of 
whose North America!". The embassy 
was protected with a riot bar- 
ricade and patrols of R.C.M.P. 
and Ottawa Police who. careful- 
ly watched the passing crowd.

Ignorant remarks are not particularly difficult to deal with. One makes the ef- 
fort to be witty and bats away the offending remark as nothing more substantial 
than a gnat. 

Ignorant, unreasoned hatred is not worth the effort of replying to, and yet it 
demands a response. 

It is, increasingly, the habit of the boys in this university to take out their ig- 
norant, unreasoned hatred of gay males by scribbling on washroom walls. This 
"activity" is only dignified by anyone lowering themselves to acknowledge its ex- 
istence (much less to take the time to consider and respond to it.) 

But it causes pain. 

It is to the pain that is being caused that we wish to address ourselves. In this 
"quiet, still air of delightful studies" there exists a "class" of students who arc 
the victims of an increasingly intense campaign of vilification. 

Their response to this is to ignore or to explain away the manifestations of this 
hostility as the work of a few sick individuals — homophobia is, after all, 
somewhat of a clinical term. 

The rest of campus is strangely silent. Other "classes" of students have been 
vilified in the past — many by anonymous graffiti. The campus response to such 
attacks has been swift. The letters column of The Daily, the foyer of Redpath 
Library, any place where students gather in numbers echo with debate over such 
an attack. Not only those immediately slandered, but also those who respect the 
basic rights of all individuals and groups, enter the debate on the side of righteous 
indignation at ignorant, unreasoned hatred. No-one would have this any dif- 
ferently — we all empathize with the pain of the offended group. 

And then we come to the case of homophobic graffiti. The debate is non- 
existent, the silence deafening. 

The gay community itself is quiet about the pain and ouirage they feel. They 
have been dealing with this sort of thing for a long time. The proliferation of 
homophobic graffiti has been noticed by them, but they seem to be able to ac- 
commodate this new level of hostility. 

The straight community? In so much as they can be considered as a coherent 
whole, they appear to be suffering from a/ curious mixture of blindness and 
callousness. The slurs, the open hatred that iibeing scribbled on the wall, fails to 
register on them. Or is that being too charitable? Is the silence that meets the 
homophobic graffiti on campus the result of it failing to register, or a silence of 
consent, a silence indicating agreement? 

• The time has come for the silence to be broken. The anonymous hate campaign 
that is going on must be recognized for what it is. And this recognition will de- 
mand comment, action. 

The reasons for acting, for commenting, are many. Historically, the manner in 
which the gay community is treated at any given point in time is a fair indication 
of how other "unpopular" minorities will be treated a little further down the 
road. Intolerance towards gays tends to indicate a growing atmosphere of in- 
tolerance towards all minorities. But this "argument from enlightened self- 
interest" is by no means the most telling. 

Rather, it is time to drop the distinctions between "them" and "us." 
Homophobic graffiti is not just "their" problem. It is OUR problem. We are the 
ones who must deal with the pain. 

We must deal with the pain this hostility causes to friends, co-workers and 
ourselves. We cannot abdicate the responsibility to respond to these attacks on 
the grounds that only some of "us" are gay. Seeing the effect this hostility has on 
the people around us, having to deal with the pain of those most immediate at- 
tacked demands that we speak out. 

In the solitude of the bathroom cubicles at this university, we encounter a 
sickening tableau of hate literature that represents the real opinions of some of 
those amongst us. Anti-semitic, racist and sexist graffiti are all there. 

The majority of us, in our own minds at least, condemn these manifestations of 
ignorance. When they proliferate into a hale campaign there is a vocal response. 
When confronted by homophobic graffiti, the reaction must be the same. 

Speak out.

The slide show is a revised and up- 
dated summary of Ernie Reghr's infor- 
mative primer on Canada's defence in- 
dustry entitled, Making A Killing: 
Canada's Arms Industry. Rcghr is a 
journalist who teaches at the Univrsity 
of Waterloo and is currently in Africa. 

The slide show demonstrated Cana- 
dian government arms industry col- 
laberation in obtaining the mutual 
benefits of a prosperous defence in- 
dustry, while causing an overall reduc- 
tion in economic growth and funding for 
social programs. The presentation began 
by tracing Canada's history of arms pro- 
duction from World War II to the 
establishment of NATO and NORAD, 
and most significantly the establishment 
of the "Defence Production Sharing Ar- 
rangements," (DPS A), between Canada 
and the United States. These factors, ac- 
cording to the narrator, combined to 
firmly lock Canada into a continental 
war industry, subservient to American 
strategic requirements. Under these pro- 
visions, Canada ultimately became a 
substantial contributor to the arms race. 
"In effect the U.S. Defence Department 
would become the design authority of 
the Canadian arms industry," said the 
show's narrator. 

In addition, the cancellation of the 
Avro Arrow fighter aircraft, designed 
and built in Canada, rendered Canada 
dependent on the U.S. arms industry for 
its defence requirements. As part of the 
NATO agreement Canada must main- 
tain a specified level of defence spending 
and acquire new high-tech weaponry to 
replace obsolete machinery. Thus, the 
NATO agreement provides regular 
Canadian customers to U.S. defence 
contractors. 

■ A rough balance of trade in defence 
commodities was the objective of a 1963 
agreement between Canada and the U.S. 
Canada's arms producers were given the 
bppurtunity to cash in on the escalation 
of the Vietnam war. According to 
Charles Taylor in his book, Snow Job, 
American planes were often guided by 
Canadian made Marconi Doppler 
Navigational Systems. 

When the demand for defence spen- 
ding declined in 1973-4, the Canadian 
government intervened directly again to 
provide jobs for laid-off workers. In 
1975 the government began a massive 
rearmament program in order to obtain 
sub-contracts for its arms industry. 

The Canadian government is active in 
helping companies become involved in 
defence exports. Such government aid 
begins with attracting defence firms to 
Canada, right through to helping them 
sell their products. Bachan Aerospace of 
Canada Ltd. has attested to this fact in 
the November edition of Canadian 
Business magazine. •

According to the presentation, many 
government agencies are designed for 
arms industry assistance. For example, 
government support is granted through 
the Defence Industry Productivity pro- 
gram (DIP), the Program for Advance- 
ment of Industrial Technology (PAIT), 
the Industrial R & D Act Program (IR- 
DIA), and the Defence Industry 
Research Program . (DIR). From 
1967-75, government financial aid to the 
aerospace industry was $349.2 million. 
More recent reports indicate $4.5 million 
under the DIP to. Canadian Marconi, 
$10 million in direct support to Pratt & 
Whitney, and $1.3 million in govern- 
ment grants to Spar Aerospace. 

Spar indicates in it's Annual Report 
that "during 1981 the Federal Govern- 
ment initiated two new policies ..which 
should have a long term positive impact 
on Spar's operations," referring' to a 
government program including $475.8 
million for investment in the Canadian 
space industry. Finally, it was announc- 
ed last week that de Havilland Aircraft 
of Canada Ltd., and Canadair Ltd. 
would receive $400 million in addition to 
$450 million and $1.35 million respec- 
tively in government loan guarantees. 

Industry Trade and Commerce has 
published a guide to world defence 
markets to assist Canadian producers 
wishing to make sales abroad. A'typical

The presentation concludes by in- 
dicating that because Canada's 
weaponry does in fact make its way to 
countries with authoritarian dictator- 
ships such as Brazil, Gautemala, and El 
Salvador, it has (lightened internal in- 
justices whereby, "the military in many 
Third world countries serve primarily to 
maintain the social and political control 
of the ruling class at the expense of the 
impoverished and oppressed majority." 
With Canada's defence policies and in- 
dustries;, the narrator contiues, the 



militarisation of the Third World may 
-provide a market for Canadian 
manufacturers, but it is a dangerous 
threat to world peace. 

The narrator informs members of the 
audience they can respond < to the 
military funding done by their govern- 
ment by: 

•Calling for a moritorium on all pur- 
chases by the Department of National 
Defence until the government publishes 
a publicly accessible White Paper on 
defence. 

•Demanding an end to the DIP.for it is 
"industrial conversion in reverse". 
•Insisting the government make public 
the transfer of all Canadian militatry 
commodities to every country in the 
world. 

Those who attended Making a Killing 
appreciated Ploughshares McGiH's in- 
formative presentation and had a few 
comments of their own to make. 

Marc Bélanger, an English student at 
McGill, remarked that "for genuine 
peace, Canada should withdraw from 
NATO and NORAD because Canadian 
Armed Forces are not for defence pur- 
poses or national security, but are part 
of the U.S. war machine. Hence, a 
withdrawal (from NATO and NORAD) 
would be part of our struggle for peace 
and democracy in Canada." 
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Bernadette Devlin-McAliskey: 

Against the odds

Bernadette Devlin-McAliskey, Irish civil rights 
worker, is presently on a speaking tour of North 
America. First known as a Republican activist, she 
went on to serve as deputy to the, Westminster Parlia- 
ment for Mid- Ulster and has run as a candidate in both 
European parliamentary, and Southern Irish elections. 

She was a founding member of the National 
H-Block/ Armagh Committee, a broad coalition 
fighting for political status for Republican and 
Republican Socialist prisoners in Northern Ireland. 

was the victim of a loyalist para- 
■inalion attempt in her home in Coal 

Island. 

We interviewed Devlin-McAliskey between speaking 
engagements in. Montréal. Although evidently ex- 
hausted by her frantic schedule, McAliskey provided 
an insightful and informative outline of recent 
developments in Ireland. 

Dally: What are your views of the recently elected na- 
tional assembly? 

Devlin-McAHskey:To start with I think the intention 
of the British government is to attempt after thirteen 
years of struggle to reconstruct the Northern state. I 
believe in common with the opinions expressed by all 
the national political organizations that that is 
detrimental to the interests of the Irish people. That is 
why nobody from the national community is par- 
ticipating in the Assembly. I also think that the elec- 
tion results in themselves — the historic win by Sinn 
Fein — are insufficient to stop the Assembly from 
working. 

If Prior (English secretary of State for Northern 
Ireland) and the British are pledged to make it work 
for two years without national participation, then they 
will be happy to make it work with the participation of 
the Social Democrats in the absence of Sinn Fein at 
some stage (Social Democratic Labour Party, ostracis- 
ed by much of the Nationalist movement because of 
their history of compromise with British rule). So I 
think it's still required to build a movement that will 
demand no reconstruction of the northern state, na- 



•tional independence and the end to partition. That re- 
mains to be donc. I think Sinn Fein's vote is a clear in- 
dication that the Catholic community, when tested as 
to the degree to which it is prepared to compromise its 
position, has always, right from the anti-partitionist 
campaign of 1947, turned out that percentage of the 
vote as a position which does not recognise the 
legitimacy of the state. 

I think Sinn Fein has asserted that, and the popula- 
tion has asserted jhat again; it will both weaken the 
r condidencc of the British in setting up the Assembly 
and weaken the ability of the Social Democrats to 
compromise their, position. Paradoxically, it will also 
create a greater impetus on the part of the Social 
Democrats and the British to reach a common posi- 
- tion. 

Daily:How do you expect the British parliament to 
proceed in the face of an unexpected triumph for the 
Sinn Fein? 

Devlin-McAliskey: I expect what they will do in the in- 
itial phase is to run the Assembly as they said so — 
without the participation of Sinn Fein or the Social 
Democrats. In the interim they will attempt to make 
minimal concessions to the Social Democrats in the 
hope that they can persuade the leadership under John 
Hume to take the party into the assembly. I think if we 
build a movement, the result of that will be the 
fragmentation of the Social Democrats. 

I think the whole political and economic crisis in 
Ireland is pushing the political development that way 
— to the fragmentation of the Social Democrats in the 
North on the national question, and to the fragmenta- 
tion of the Social Democrats in the South on the 
ecomomic question. Fundamentally, the economic 
question itself lies in the lack of independence of the 
South of Ireland's economy from Britain's economy. 
Daily:In the last 12 or 13 years, we have seen the Civil 
Rights movement, and lately the Hunger Strike — 
campaigns in which the entire population of N. Ireland 
mobilised. How involved are people now? 
Devlin-McAliskey:I think again that the election 
results of the Sinn Fein have shown that every time the 
population is given an opportunity, whether in mass 
demonstrations, elections or whatever, to express their 
fervour, they do it. What requires to be done.is the 
building of a broad front movement which gives them 
a vehicle through which to express their aspirations 
and move forward to achieve them. The fervor of the 
people appears to disappear only when there is a fall- 
back of the unity of the struggle, but at every oppor- 
tunity it comes back again. 




Daily:Following from the Hunger Strike last year, 
which is commonly acknowledged to have been quite 
devastating, what are the concrete actions planned by, 
the National H-block/ Armagh commmittee? 
DevIln-McAllskey:The National H-BIock/ Armagh 
committee in fact just disbanded. That was my last ac- 
tion before coming out here. Because it was a single- 
issue campaign it was an on-going process. In con- 
ference, we formally decided to dissolve that coalition, 
and to meet in conference in 4-6 weeks time, which will 
be shortly after I get back, to formulate new demands 
on the basis of the new coalition. It will very much be 
the same people, but we will hope to win-in that por- 
tion of. the Social Democrats who will not com- 
promise. I hope the issues will be no reconstruction of 
the state, an end to partition and an end to the taking 
of economic decisions in the south in the British in- 
terest and not in the interests of the Irish people. I 
think its around a programme like that that the new 
move forward will be initiated. 
Dally:The actions of various para-military organiza- 
tions in Northern Ireland are often criticized because 
of the violent methods they use. What other solutions 
dq you see possible? 

DevIIn-McAllskey:It's very difficult in the area of 
violence to deal with the situation on that kind of 
moral basis which decries violence. The position of the 
press is generally hypocritical. The media, the govern- 
ment, the Church, the organs of the Establishment are 
not opposed to violence. They arc opposed to the use 
of violence by the oppressed. And that's a very dif- 
ferent situation. In that situation, we are not prepared 
to accept that those who are in control of the state are 
entitled to use violence, and the people who fight for 
justice are not. Therefore the question of armed strug- 
gle, and its day to day manifestation are questions of 
tactics in the struggle, questions of political tactics and 
not one of moral adjudication. And therefore there are 
many internal discussions and disagreements between 
many of the armed and military tactics used either by 
the IRA or the INLA. The basic starting position from 
which any of us criticize their military tactics are the 
agreed principles by all of us; those who use armed 
struggle and those of us who do not, as to the right of 
the oppressed to the use of armed struggle. And 
therefore we discuss internally and try to win the argu- 
ment that whereas the oppressed have at all times a 
right to the use of arms, the tactical question of as and 
when and how they find themselves in the necessary 
position of using them is one of politics and not one of 
the just general establishment of their right. 
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Daily:Would you say that there are any constitutional 
efforts, legal efforts, political efforts being promoted 
right now by the nationalist movement? 
Devlin-McAliskey:Most of our struggle is conducted 
within a legal framework. We still get put in prison for 
it. Most of our activity is through the constitutional 
framework. For example, Sinn Fein fights an election 
and wins an election and that's a legal, legitimate and 
constitutional action, but the British call it 
"manipulating democracy" just because we won. The 
final commandment of the establishment is that we 
shall not win and therefore the legality or constitu- 
tional nature of what we are doing is not determined 
objectively, but by whether we are winning or losing. 
The only thing that the British accept to be legally 
within our right, is to lose. 

It's very difficult when we find a way to be legally 
and constitutionally effective, they change the law . 
And so we find ourselves by doing exactly the same 
thing, what was legal today and effective is equally ef- 
fective tomorrow but illegal and that pattern is follow- 
ed right through the struggle. 
Dally.What do you think about the traditional press 
coverage of events in N. Ireland? 
Devlin-McAliskey:Next to the armed forces of the 
British, the most hated establishment in Ireland is the 
mass media. And that is precisely because they lie, they 
distort, they misrepresent, and they do it deliberately. 
They do not see their function as the dissemination of 
information. Their function is as a pillar of the 
establishment to churn out the propaganda of the 
establishment. They're quite entitled to do that. What 
they're not entitled to do is pretend that they're the 
free, unfettered, and uncontaminated press. The 
newspapers are owned by. the big British newspaper 
lords. By and large they are all conservative, and sup- 
port the Conservative Party. They don't have anything 
written in their papers against the interests of the Con- 
servative Party. And newspapers are published in. the 
financial and political interest of those people. 

Nobody in Ireland for one minute believes that the 
public press is a reliable source of information on 
anything. 



Dally:You were very active on a grass-roots level and 
then moved on to a position as an MP. How do you 
link that with your own actions today and how do you 
see your own personal evolution? 
DevlIn-McAliskeyrl've remained very active at a 
grassroots level and I've consistently fought internally 
in the struggle for the use of the ballot box as a tactical 
weapon in the struggle. I think there is no danger of 
Sinn Fein selling the struggle short just because they 
have been elected. I think that problem doesn't arise. 
In the electoral field, I am involved in that same tactic 
in trying to .persuade that fight to be taken up in the 
South and therefore have pioneered the constituency 
of the Prime Minister of Ireland, which I personally 
fought in the last election and intend to use as the basis 
of a campaign just to fight and fight and fight. 
Dally:How do you see the evolution of women as a 
whole within the nationalist movement in N. Ireland? 
Devlin-McAliskcy:Thc best women, in the women's 
struggle in Ireland are the women who came through 
the national struggle. If you want to see the finest pro- 
ponents of the rights of women, of feminism in Ireland 
you will find that in women like Moira McRory and 
Mary-Ann Wright, Kathleen Gallagher, women who 
came through the national struggle and acquired their 
feminist awareness through that struggle. And if you 
want to find the weakest section of the womens'move- 
ment, you will find it in the bourgeois womens' move- 
ment who want the equality of poor women with poor 
men, equality of rich women with rich men, but they 
don't want the class system rocked. And inevitably 
that means they'll sell out the women's struggle. The 
crisis in Ireland is very sharp and you don't have to be 
around very long before its clear whether you're in the 
sell-out camp or in the camp that's going on. The ma- 
jority of the women in the women's struggle that are 
going on despite all the odds in the fight for social 
rights, in terms of the women's right not simply to 
control over their own bodies but the womens' right to 
equal citizenship within the state are the women who 
have led first the national struggle and then began to 
forge the womens fight out of it. 





Daily: What are your views of the Québec situation? 
Dcvlin-McAliskcy :Thcre ar^ many similarities I think 
in the historical development of the struggle in Québec 
and that in Ireland. Also many similarités in the 
economic and social breakdown and therefore there is 
a great affinity, a natural understanding and sympathy 
between the two countries. It is not for me on the out- 
side to dictate the tactics of the struggle in Québec, but 
to defend it, to be in solidarity with it and to share the 
experience between Québec and Ireland so that we do 
not necessarily have to make mistakes in order to learn 
from them. That we may learn from the experiences 
here and the Québécois may learn from our ex- 
periences as we fight our own struggles, because they 
are in fact part of the same thing. 
Dally: One of the major accusations of the mass 
media is that the armed organizations in Ireland are in- 
volved in some international conspiracy with the PLO, 
the Baader-Meinhof gang, etc. What do you think of 
this accusation? 

Devlln-McAllskey:I think realistically if you look at 
the concept of the one wagon of arms being passed 
from hand to hand around the world, you see it for the 
ridiculous suggestion that it is. Sadly, there is not the 
degree of unity and discussion and^shared experience 
of the struggling peoples of the world that there might 
be. 

There is of course the great conspiracy of the 
world's oppressors. The British army can always look 
to the Canadian army for sdmewhere to train its peo- 
ple, somewhere to practice and try-out its weapons. 
You can look to the American army. The international 
conspiracy is not to be found amongst the world's 
poor. The international conspiracy of terrorists is in 
the world's governments conspiring to create a nuclear 
war. The international conspiracy of finance is in the 
world's multi-national companies. Our problem is that 
we're not even organised to defeat the conspiracy.
